She is a Lydia 
Thompsonite, with a serawny neck and a delightful 
enunciation. Her dances are back numbers. but her 
sinile is fresh and winning. 

Lila Blow did a pretty song. and Carrie Perkins, who 
gat in a box with Sol Lichtenstein and Edith Jennesse, 
flung her a bunch of roses. 

Elaine Eillson, real name Davis, was a sympathetic 
chorus, 

Geraldine McCann and Roxy Giroux had many 
friends in the andience. 

I noticed especially Porter Ashe of San Francisco. 

Cora Tinnie, a plump and pretty apparition in yellow, 
made a decided hit in the scene where she and Dixey 
imitate Wilson and Jansen and do “Little Johnny 
Jones and His Sister Sue,” an historic and ever popular 
vocal and saltatorial chestnut. 

Ella Rock was one of the most fetching girls on the 
stage. 

Sadie Martinot, Laura Burt, Blakely Hall, Albert 
Weber, Marshall Wilder. William Harris, Carl Hauser 
were some of the notabilities in the house. i 

Edward Everctt Rice and Herbert Gresham were 
called out, but Capt. Alfred ‘Thompson, who designed 
the magnificent costumes, modestly remained in his 
orchestr. chair. :

He bellows too 
much and, as the villain, he bas a ridiculous snigger. 
Terriss doesn’t think nuch of the actors of America, 
I hear, but one of them overshadowed him on the first 
night all the same. 

Wilton Lackaye was that actor. His self contained 
artistic manner, his magnificent elocution, and his | 
facial play enable us to record that Wilton Lackaye | 
may justly be said to have made the hit of the piece. | 
He plays the part of a lawyer. who, while pleading the 
case of his client finds ont that that client was the lover 
of his wife. The news kills him. 

The house wanted Lackaye to take a curtain call. 
They applauded, thundered, yelled.

Louis merchant, was found unconscious, half stripped, 
and covered with blood, on the sidewalk near Jefferson 
and Cass avenues, in the western part of the city. The 
discovery was made by a policeman, who took the man 
to the Third district station, where he was promptly 
identified as Capt. Slattery. 

There were two ugly wounds on the head, and the 
face was so cut and scratched as to render identifica- 
tion difficult. As Slattery wore the finest diamonds 
and jewelry in the city, the police jumped at the con- 
clusion that he had been waylaid by highway robbers. 
His coat, vest, watch and chain, diamonds and mouey 
were missing. Physicians were summoned, and after 
an examination of the unconscious victim they pro- 
nounced his injuries very dangerous. 

At 2:30 o’clock an ambulance drove up to the palatial 
Slattery residence, 3,126 Pine strect, and the owner, 
still unconscious, was taken in. Several of the leading 
physicians of the city were summoned. and they re- 
mained with Slattery until 10 o’clock at night, when 
they succeeded in restoring him to consciousness. He

was very weak, and his story, which is implicitly be- 
lieved by his friends and the physicians, shows a phase 
of unconscious cerebral activity that has few parallels 
in medical annals. 

Capt. Slattery is a slight man whose youth was spent 
on the sea. The vigor attained on the ocean was 
exhausted in accumulating millions in the elevator and 
grain business. He began to suffer from nervous ex- 
haustion two years ago and made a trip to Europe. He 
returned a year ago and plunged into business again, 
and was soon suffering from his mental trouble. 

According to his physicians, his mental condition 
bordered on the insane, and he carried medicine which 
he took when he felt the periods of aberration ap- 
proaching. His wife died two months ago, and this 
event gave vigor to his malady. After regaining power 
of speech he told the following story of his adventure: 

“I was at work yesterday on the option that the 
United Elevator Company had given the English syndi- 
cate, and I was anxious to get the matter settled be- 
fore 1 sailed for Europe. At six o'clock in the evening 
1 felt one of my periods of depression approaching 
and [ took the medicine as prescribed. I then started 
for the home of Tom Harris, superintendent of one of 
the elevators, who lived near Jetterson avenue and 
Cass street. 

“TI must nave taken an overdose of the medicine for 
my brain began to act qnecrly. I remember leaving 
the street car and that is all Lremember until now. I 
have an indistinct recollection of being struck with 
something and that is all.” 

This in substance is Capt. Slattery’s story. The 
police report of his adventures during the period in | 








serious, and ordered him to be removed to his home 
without delay. An ambulance was called, and he was 
taken to his home, 3123 Pine street, still unconscious. 

“Sergeant Gregory then placed Alexander Hunt, Ed 
Klosterman, John Hickey and Oliver Garneav under 
arrest. He then went to the residence of Capt. Slattery 
and learned from his daughter, Marie, that her father 
wore when he left home a diamond stud valued at 
$1,000, and a solitaire diamond pin valued at $890. This 
property was not on his person when he was brougbt 
to the station. Hethen wenttothe house of Kloster- 
man, and questioned Mrs. Klosterman, who told them 
the following: 

“She went to bed about 12 o'clock, and about 12:30 A. 
M.,. while in bed, she looked toward the hall door, 
which was ajar, and saw a@ man standing there. She 
says he stood there between two and three minutes 
without moving. She then asked who he was. 

‘He did not answer, but approached the bed. She 
became frightened, jumped out of bed, and ran in the 
adjoining room, oceupied by her mother, telling her 
that there wasa man in herroom. She then raised tho 
window and called her husband, who was in the saloon 
below, telling him there was a man in her bedroom. 
Her husband ran up stairs, and, finding the man inthe 
room, struck him twice with his open hand. By this 
time John Hickey, Klosterman’s barkeeper, arrived,

She says she heard quarreling at the 
foot of the stairs, and most of the talking was done by 
Alexander Hunt. Slattery’s overcoat, hat, and shoes 
and vest were brought to the sub-station by Oliver 
Garneau, who said he found them in the street at Jef- 
ferson and Sheridan avenues, and was told by Alexan- 
der Hunt to bring them tothe station. John Hickey, 
barkeeper for Klosterman, brought to the sub-station 
a gold watch and chain. $1 and some papers, which he 
said he had taken from Capt. Slattery’s clothes. Hunt 
acknowledged that he had assaulted Slattery at the 
top of the stairs. 

Later developments showed the Captain to have been 
the victim of a conspiracy, and the police will rearrest 
Klosterman, who was released this morning, and his 
wife and Sallie Klosterman. W. H. Horn is the name 
of an acquaintance of Capt. Slattery, who turned up 
with a story that put a quietus on salfonal, the drug 
that the physicians assert is responsible for.

There is no busier place in the city, especially round 
about the noon hour, than the one mentioned. At that 
hour the neighboring public buildings—City Hall, 
Court House, Post Office, Courts, etc., and the large 
factories and business houses belch forth their streams 
‘of humanity, hurrying helter-skelter for their noon- 
tide meal. It was at about this hour that John Feeks,

with nippers in hand, climbed the pole at the corner 
referred to. Feeks was in the prime of life. In less 
than a minute his soul had — sent, unprepared, to

The pole which Feeks climbed is about fifty feet 
| high, is topped by nine crossbars, over which is strung 
nearly two hundred wires. As Feeks, with his gaffed 
ankles, slowly climbed the pole, he naturally attracted 
| the attention of the flitting pedestrians on the busy 
thoroughfare, many of whom stopped to look at his 
| monkey-like act. Unfortunately for him he wore no 
| rubber gloves or insulated clothing. 

Feeks worked his way through the thick network of 
wires, and thrust his body in between the fourth and 
fifth crossbars, with his head turned west. 

Ile braced his left foot firmly upqna heavy wire on 
the cast side of the pole, and thrust his body between 
the north and south crossbars. He threw his right arm 
over one of the east and west crossbars for support. 
Hiis weight rested upon a crossbar, which he was lying 
over, but his foot was braced on a heavy wire. 

Then he slightly lost his balance, and laid hold of a

wire with his left hand to steady himself. The wire 
should not have had more than the usual harmicss 
current used for telegraphing. But as he touched it 
the now considerable crowd of curious gazers on the 
sidewalk saw him start.

| mouth, but no sound came out. 

There was excitement on the street for the well- 
| trained New York crowd knew what the matter was. 
Martin Benson, another ineman, slid rapidly down 
from his perch on a pole opposite, and pushed his way 
through the crowd, which was silent because horrified.

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As the smoke appeared Feeks’ head dropped forward | 
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mouth, Smoke veiled his face, and when it cleared 
away the two wires seemed to pass through his head. 
Blood dripped down upon the pavement. His body 
gave ome more shiver and was quiet. 

It was about four minutes after the first shock that 
the body became motionless. Thousands b:ocked the 
street. Every face was turned upward, aud hardly a 
sound save of shuffling footsteps was heard. 

Martin Benson had got ap on the pole and was cauti- 
ously working his way through the wires toward the 
dead linemaff. He had norubber gloves. People hid 
their faces as he boldly laid hold of the wires. Then 
he paused and looked at Feeks. The eyes of the crowd 
followed his. Feeks was dead. The body had settled 
upon the wires. The chest had dropped and thrown 
the head, still resting upon the sizzling wires, back upon 
the shoulders. The wire under the chin had burned 
into the throat, laying it open from eartoear. The 
other wire had burnt its way from the left angle of the 
jaw through the mouth ty» the right ear. The left 
hand, which grasped the wire, reached forward as 
though for help, and the right arm still hugged the 
crossbar. At intervals smoke issued from hand and 
face and foot. 

Then John Cunningham and William McDonald, 
fellow-linemen, came to the aid of their dead comrade. 
They donned rubber outfits and worked their way up 
the pole and between the wires, At last they reached 
poor Feeks. Cunningham clipped the wire under 
Feeks’ chin. As it parted an arc of fire a foot in length 
connected it fora fraction of asecond with the dead 
man’s face. Asit fell the broken end struck Police- 
man Levy, of the Oak street station, in the chin and 
scratched him, but he received no shock. The other 
wire upon Feeks’ face did not flash when cut. Another 
arc was seen when the wire upon which his hand rest- 
ed was cut. The connection with his foot smoked at 
the same time, but was dead when the wire was clipped. 
Then the body, around the waist of which had been 
fastened a stout fope, was lowered to the street and 
taken first into the engine house, where Deputy Coroner 
Jenkins examined it, and afterward to the City Hall 
police station, and thence to the home of deceased at 
129th street near Fourth avenue. 

The crowd followed the body. while newcomers took 
their places and gazed at the deadly wires. Later in 
the day a box for ‘subscriptions for the dead man's 
family was attached to the pole, and # goodly sum will

THE TURF, FIELD AND TRACK. 





The following is clipped from ‘‘Sporting Truth:”’ 
*Kilrain received more money for losing with Sullivan than he 
did for making a draw with Jem Sinith. The excursion money for 
the former tight was $3,600, and certainly not a bad cutting up 
of a fighting train, for, of course, Kilrain touched the same bit 
ot‘ready.’ On the Thursday night before the fight between 
Mitchell and Suluvan, at the Hotel Amiens, Kilrain, in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Angel, Will Riley, Charley Rowell, Johnny Gideon and 
others, was chaffed about the ‘big sum’ he received tor his share 
of admission money when he fought Jem Smith for £2,000, the 
“Police Gazette’ champion belt and the championship ot the 
world. Jake was flabbergasted when he heard the number who 
paid £25 and an extra nob (on board the boat) of £5 a head, or 
more if it could be extracted. Kilrain surprised the party pres- 
ent when he assured them that he only received the whack of 
the payment of twenty-seven people. This was received with 
laughter, aud Messrs. Mitchell and Fleming were reckoned up 
as two good-natured disinterested persons for allowing so many 
people to witness the fight for nothing.” 

* *  *% 

I must say the above statement surprises me, and 
makes me come to the conclusion that Kilrain only received the 
flavor and not the soup out of that excursion money. Accord- 
ing to Kilrain’s story, only twenty-seven spectators paid £25, 
which would make £625 (or $3,125). Kilrain’s half of this amount 
would be £312 10s. (or $1,562.50), which is away below the amount 
of money that was received, and goes to show Kilrain only got 
one end of the stick, while others had one end and the middle 
the best of the bargain. 

* OF 

The number of persons who witnessed the Smith 
and Kilrain tight. in France, for $10,000 and the ‘Police Gazette”’ 
champion belt, all told was eighty-seven, and twenty of the 
party did not pay, but the remaining sixty-seven paid £25, or 
$125, per head, making a total of £1,675, or $8,875. Besides this 
amouiit, over fifty were taxed on the boat going to the fight £5, 
or $25, each, which makes a total of £250, or $1,160, an aggregate 
of £1,923, or $9,625. How this sum was divided betweon Messrs. 
Smith. Fleming, Kilrain and Mitchell we do not know, but one 
thing is certain, Kilrain’s backer did not receive either one cent 
of the stakes put up, which were drawn and paid one-half to 
Smith and the balance to Kilrain. The latter’s backer allowed 
him to keep the whole of the money deposited against Smith’s 
money, so that if Kilrain received his halt of the excursion 
money he should have receivell, independent of the money put 
up in stakes, $4,362.50, which, divided with Mitchell, would be 
$2,187.25 for Kilrain and the same amount for Mitchell, who also 
received one-half of the stake money put up for Kilrain to meet 
Smith, and one-half of the $1,000 Kilrain’s backer sent Kilrain to 
bet on himself in the ring. This would make Kilrain and Mitch- 
ell possessors of $5,362.50, and there were no expenses to pay, 
for they received nearly $3,000 from Kilrain’s backer to train 
and defray expenses. How Mitchell divided the excursion 
money no one but Mitchell and Kilrain know, but by actual 
hgures Kilrain was entitled to $4,362.25, his share of the money 
paid to witness the battle by liberal excursionists. 

cee eee 

Jack McAuliffe, the light-weight pugilist, has, it is 
said, made a fortune and lost one this Season on the turf. Me- 
Auliffe made about $20,000 early in the season, but since, in part- 
nership with the booking firm of Dayy & Co., he lost, it is claim. 
ed, twice that sum. Fickle fortune plays hide-and-seek general- 
ly with those who specuiate on the winners and non-winners of 
the turf. One day a wager of $25 or $50 brings in thousands, 
and the day following luck again changes and the winnings 
pass away like driven snow before a gale. 
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McAuliffe has ample time and bright prospects of 
redeeming his lost fortune during the winter season; not specu. 
lating only on the turf, but by battling for a purse of $5,000 with 
the winner of the Billy Meyers and Jimmy Carroll battle. 


George W. Atkinson writes from London as follows: 
“Notwithstanding that Peter Jackson has demonstrated that he 
is a very clever and scientific expert with the gloves there are 
few of the old ring goers and those who profess to be critics of 
pugilistic form who believe that the colored Australian will 
stand a two to one chance of defeating Jem Smith, even 
with gloves and according to Queensberry rules. Many of 
Smith’s most enthusiastic supporters admit that the cham- 
pion’s forte is not glove-fighting, but with the raw uns, 
and according to London rules they think him_ invincel- 
ble. Nevertheless, while it is a well-known fact that 
Smith has won first prizes at numerous competitions, there is no 
evidence to prove that he should not be able to contend as well 
with the gloves as without them. It must be remembered that 
since Smith was victorious in glove competitions he has had 
great experience at boxing by meeting such world renowned 
boxers as Charley Mitchell and Jake Kilrain, and he certainly 
picked up quite a few wrinkles from Kilrain during their tour 
through England. Jackson has demonstrated that he knew 
how to use the ‘mufflers’ when he faced Jack Fallon, the Ameri- 
can, recently In this city, but if he had any one else to display 
his skill on—say some first-class pugilist, one in his class—prob- 
ably he would not have shown to so great advantage. One thing 
may be said, Jackson did not pursne Kilrain’s tactics. When 
the American ex-champion appeared at St James’ Hal), in this 
city, he pretended he could not box and only used one hand, but 
those who laid fancy wagers that Jem Smith would defeat him 
in their match for £2,000 and the “Police Gazette” champion 
belt found out that they had been hoodwinked, for Kilrain not 
only showed that he was master in the art of boxing, but proved 
he was the best pugilist ever seen in aring. On the other hand. 
Jackson did not keep hisiform ‘up his sleeve,’ but spread him- 
self to annihilate, if possible, his stable companion, but the form 
he showed did not frighten Smith’s followers, and it is certain 
that before Jackson and Smith enter the ring to box for the 
£1,000 the Pelican Club have subscribed, there will be twice that 
8.1m wagered that the darkey does wet win.”

E. 8. Skinner,the American sprinter, has returned 
from Anstralia, and brought back a large share of Australian 
money by his successes on the turf. He has been in Australia 
two years, running with more or less success, but reserving 
himself for one of the great events which every professional 
runnerin Australia is ambitious to win, for usually the prize 
amounts toa small fortune. 

* * 

The handicap which Skinner won is known as the 
Nineteenth Sir Joseph Banks handicap. It amounts to 525 
sovereigns, but this is a trifle compared to the actual winnings 
from his betting and from the big books and sweeps made by his 
backers, triends and others, who always share liberally with the 
winner, The racé was run on the Botany course, near Sydney, 
On April 3, 4 and 6, 1889. 

* * 

Skinner’s performance was a meritorious one, for 
No less than 145 pedestrians started. Skinner loomed up among 
the favorites in the betting before the start, though the odds 
were about 100 to 7. A handicap of 24% yards in 150 was allowed 
to him. He won his first heat easily against three competitors in 
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12 2-5 seconds.

In the second round he had a narrow escape, bare- 
ly winning on thetape. He was completely run out by a negro 
Sprinter named Jackson, and it was not until the judges an- 
nounced their decision that it was certain he had won the heat, 
and lis backers again breathed freely. The time was 12%

In the third round Skinner’s antagonist was a Scot 
med Fairweather, who had an allowance of 2545 yards, and 
as the two were the most heavily backed for public money the 
terest Was great. Fairweather was the favorite, but Skisner 





Won easily in 12 secuuds, winning by @ yard. 
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Then came the final heat. Besides Skinner the run- 
ners were J. Harrison, Sydney, 27% yards,J. Price, Sydney, 20 
yards, and T. Kingsmill, Queensland, 24 yards. Skinner was 
the favorite in betting at 5 to 4, and won easily in 12 1-5 seconds. 
Harrison was second, Price third and Kingsmill last.

A peculiar feature of the race was that Skinner 
and Harrison, the latter of whom is referred to as a half breed 
American negro, belonged to the same “stable,” and the owners 
backed Harrison to win. They had previously backed Harrison 
heavily, but in trials between the two Harrison had outrun 
Skinner, and so they “switched,” and though their first favorite 
won they lost money on the overt, 


The system of hancicap fpot racing in vogue in Aus- 
tralia is entirely unlike anything known to the sporting world 
of America. It is a favorite svort, and immense sums of money 
are wagered or the events. The races occur about twice a 
month in Sydney and adjoining places, but four times during 
the year great races are run, the purses or stake being £800. But 
this is a trifling sum compared with the big sweeps made on the 
race, often amounting to $20,090, and the equally large sums 
placed by the different backers on their respective favorites. The 
races are attended by vast conceurses of peuple, and it always 
takes several days before the final is run. 
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In some of the races there are as many as two hun- 
dred starters, four and five running in each heat. The distance 
run fs called 150 yards, but there is an allowance for the starting 
of the scratch runner which brings the distance down to about 
133 yards. Men xare Kept in training for scveral years in order 
to win one of these events. Well-to-do betting men keep 
“stables” of men, as many xs twenty being kept at a time in one 
house. At any time in the year 500 men are said to be in train- 
ing, paying five shillings a quarter for the privilege. 
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The last race previous to Skinner’s was won by 
McGarigal, a native runner. Besides tho purse, he was backed 
to win $50,000. He hadn’t won a race in two years and his han- 
dicap was increased until it amounted to 21 yards. This is a 
system on which most of the good runners are worked. They 
are continually falling backward in their record until they think 
they havea large enongh handicap to win and then they are 
backed to the utmost. But it is frequently a case of diamond 
cut diamond. 


* ; 
Of the five men in the final heat of McGarigal’s race 
tour were first-class runners, who hadn't won a match in two 
years, the fitth being the champion, Samuels, who was the 
scratcn runner. Each of the four had been laying off m the 
hope of finally winning a big stake. Each one could do 100 
yards inside of ten seconds, and the scratch runner was too 
heavily handicapped to stand the ghost of a chance. He, how- 
ever, succeeded in winning the big plums twice before his actual 


speed became known. 
* *

Most of the big winners are quite satisfied to retire 
aiter one great successful effort. McGarigal is said to have 
cleared in all about $75,000 by his victory. Many of the sporting 
men engaged in this kind of racing are said to have agents con. 
stantly hunting the country for new and promising blood, that 
may develop into heavy prize winners in the course of two or 
three years. 
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The recent phenomenal success of colored jockeys 
is one of the most talked-of topics on the race course. It began 
at Westchester by Hamilton’s brilliant score of 13 winners, and 
at Coney Island and Brooklyn Murphy, Anderson, Barnes, 
Allen and Hamilton have such a monopoly that we are tempted 
to ask with Bret Harte, ‘Is the Caucasian p.ayed ont ?”

When we first went to the races, Gilpatrick, Little- 
field and Hayward were the only white jockeys of note. The 
famous “Black Abe,” “Brown Dick,’? Abe Perry, Colston and a 
host of other black boys were in the ascendant. But the inva- 
sion of the English Jads, Holloway, Barbee, Hughes, Evans, 
Feakes, Sayres, Matthews, Miggley, and the native whites like 
Joe Palmer, Hennessey, Swim, Charley Miller, Rowe, Spariing, 
Donohue, McCabe, Billy Barrett. followed by Fitzpatrick, Mc- 
Laughjin, Costello, Snauer, Spellman, McCarthy, Garrison, 
Reagan, Fred Littlefield, quite drove the black jockey out of the 
market, and, except Murphy and Stoval they have been few 
and far between in their appeurance in the saddle. 
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But the past month has brought about the ‘‘African 
Renaissance” of which everybody is talking. At Westchester 
Hamilton had 18 winners, as already noted. At Coney Island 
Hamilton had 12; Barnes, 3; Anderson, 7; Stoval, 7; Lewis, 2. At 
Brooklyn Hamilton had 6; Murphy, 11; Barnes, 12; Allen, 4; 
Anderson, 5. The white jockeys were cast completely in the 
shade. The “dark-skinned youth of Africa,” rode triumphant 
in race after race. Day after day the sight of a sable horseman 
finishing in front became monotonous.

I clipped the following from the ‘‘Spirit of the 
Times,” and I know it will make the millions smile who read 
these columns in all parts of the world who know and have read 
about K. H. Garrison, America’s champion jockey, who receives 
$12,000 and when not engaged rides his own or other horses: 
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**The celebrated case of Garrison versus Belmont 
still occupies the tongues and pens of racing men. The immortal 
‘Snapper,’ whatever else may be said of him, isarank sensx- 
tionalist. What Boulanger ig to France, what Fornker is to 
Ohio, Garrison is to racing. Like the two worthies mentioned, 
he don’t care how great an age he makes of himself so long as he 
can make a sensation and get people to talk about him. Like 
Boulanger and Foraker, he is always acting a part. He is in- 
sincere. Like them, he is cailed a ‘bag of wind’ by sensible men. 
But there is a large number of people to whom characters like 
Boulanger, Foraker and Garrison are attractive, because they 
mistake impudence for bravery and swagger for genius. Tho 
swagger, dash and bravado of Garrison is attractive to many

The announcement telegraphed to all parts of the 
country that “Jake Kilrain was on a howling drank in New 


York” emanated in the brain of one of Kilrain’s newspaper tra- 
ducers. 


L. BR. Fulda, president of the California Athletic 
Club, has made Toff Wall an offer which the Enyiishman is seri- 
ously considering. The cluv will give a purse of $5,000 if Wall 
will go out and meet any iniddle-weight they choose, the winner 
to receive $4,000 and the loser $1,000, Wall to have an additional 
$1,000 as expenses. 


A prize fight was fought at Enfield, Eng., recently, 
between Harry King, of Hackney. and Joseph Simmons, of Wood 
Green, for stakes of £30 a side. King was declared the winner 
in the twenty-first round.

I., on Oct. 8, between Mike Hanan of Troy and Billy Evans of 
this city. Hanan won first knockdown and Evans first blood in 
the second round. The battle was then well contested for 18 
rounds, when Evans won. Ed Rice of New York was the 
referee. Evans was handled by Joe Gauley and Tom Murphy, 
and Jack Bran and George Fowler attended Hanan: 


At Staten Island, on Oct. 8, Jim Costello and Jack 
Nichols, both of this city, fonght for a purse. Nichols weighed 
143 pounds and Costello 145, both men being splendidly devel- 
oped athletes. Inthe 39th round Nichols landed a right-hand 
swing on Costello’s jaw. which lifted him clear off his fect. 
The police then appeared upon the scene and the fight was 
stopped, and the referee deelared the battle a draw and divided 
the purse. 


Joe Murphy and Billy Sullivan fought two drawn 
battles at Providence, R. I. The pugilists fought with 2-ounce 
gloves. The first 12 rounds were all in Sullivan's favor. Mure 
phy, with some ontside help, had the best of the fight at the end 
of the 15th round. Thena free fight took place, and, with 
the men and a)l hands pummelling each other in the most ap- 
proved fashion, the referee declared the battle a draw for the 
second time. 


The ‘‘Umpire,” London, says: ‘*There is rather a 
smart boger tn the west of England, Murtin Crowther by name, 
who on Thursday nicht last knocked out Jack Hicks, of Chel- 
tenham, in three rounds. George Probert, of Birmingham, 
thinks with very little tuition he will be equal to the best of our 
cracks at his weight—8 stone 6 pounds.” = If Crowther is able to 
defeat Sam Baxter and Nunc Wallace he will no doubt be tho 
champion 118-pound pugilist of England. 


The alleged glove fight between Charley McCarthy, 
of Philadelphia, and Mike Breslin, of New York, for $1,000, took 
place on atug doxt near New York City on October 9. Breslin 
forced McCarthy over the ropes in the first round. and the crowd 
broke into the ring. When the second round was opened Bres- 
lin stood up, but McCarthy refused to fight any more, The ref- 
erce announced that Breslin was the winner, and Breslin said 
he would challenge Jimmy Larkin to tight at 122 pounds, give or
